Is journalism one of the learned profes­ 
sions? There are some who would hesitate to 
answer in the affirmative. It would be a sad day 
for the politician who puts his foot in his mouth 
and then squawks that he has been misquoted 
if his constituency knew' how rare inaccuracies of 
this sort are among competent newsmen. The 
politician who gets caught with his hand where 
it shouldn't be — like some key figure in the 
union-underworld-political alliance on the West 
Coast, whose exposure by enterprising reporters 
touched off the current Senate investigation— 
would frown on anything that raised the public's 
opinion of newsmen. 
The first witness is now called to the stand. 
He is Charles L. Van Doren, of a distinguished 
literary family, who won $129,000 answering 
questions on the screens of millions of TV sets— 
before he was defeated by Mrs. Vivienne Near­ 
ing, the blonde who knew more about kings 
than he did. Van Dorcn is also an instructor at 
Columbia University. 
And what does he say about newsmen? ‘ I 
have found that they know more in literature, 
mathematics and science than my colleagues." 
I hose are his words. 
Van Doren is a gentleman and a scholar and 


a good judge of men. He works in a world of 
ipecialists — men who. as a wag said, come to 
know more and more about less and less. Such 
men tend to have too little appreciation of the 
type of knowledge good newspaper men are 
likely to have—the sort that is broad and shal­ 
low, instead of narrow and deep, spreading over 
many fields of knowledge and seeking relation- 
ihips among them rarely seen by the myopic 
specialist. 
But what docs Van Doren, at this point, 
think of blondes?

Today it is obvious that no one 
m an can run the entire govern­ 
m ent of the United States, and in 
the s a m e sense no one m an can 
run 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
State, 
either. 
The task s a re too big. and the 
position of the United States in 
world affairs is m ore exacting 
than a t a n y tim e in its history. 
A Cabinet whose m em b ers are 
freed 
from 
adm inistrative 
re ­ 
sponsibilities and which could sit 
as 
a 
council 
to the 
President 
every 
d ay 
if 
necessary 
would 
help him shape national and in­ 
ternational policies. 
The problem in almost every 
governm ent 
departm ent 
is 
the 
s a m e — the responsibilities have 
grown so large that no one execu­ 
tive head can adm inister and also 
have tim e to think about 
the 
m aking of policy. 
Although the Constitution gives 
the President the duty of eon- 
ducting 
foreign 
relations, 
this 
has alw ays been delegated to a 
S ecretary of State. 
He. in turn, 
has had to rely on am bassadors 
abroad with the natural lim ita­ 
tions imposed upon them in get­ 
ting p rom ptly information con­ 
cerning world problems. 
But today, with intercontinen­ 
tal telegraph and telephone, com ­ 
m unication is instantaneous. C a­ 
bleg ram s 
and

No one m a n at the head of the 
D epartm ent of State can exam ine 
them all and have tim e for any­ 
thing else.
